| The war-weary old world. seemed 
headed for substantial disarmament 
ng Russia took the lead in the Unit- 
ed ‘Nations to force a reduction in 
roilitarization, 

In the firat U. N. step toward dis- 
armament, nierbers agreed 10 re- 
port on the strength of their armed 
forces at home and abrond by Jan- 
uary J,. Originally, the Reds had 
asked that. the report be conlined to 
the number of Allied troops on for- 
eign soll, but the U. 5, and Britain 
were quick to call for count of forces 
nt home as well. 

Continuing to dominate the dis- 
armament spotlight, Russia then 
proposed the creation of an Inter- 
national comission to supervise 
disarmament, seversing previous 
Soviet objections to such contro}. 
Favor for the proposal, however, 
was qualified by misapprehension 
over the Russian provision that such 
an International commission would 
be subject to the velo power of the 
security council,
